Wo are situated midway between Detroit 


and Chicago ou tho Michigan Central lliil- 
road. 
Tho village plot liea mostly in a de- 


pression among tho hills, not unlike that of 
Koeue, N. H., though the plain is not so ox- 
tensive, liar the encircling hills so high. On 
tho cast and west the village spreads out 
over tho hills, the houses horo commanding 
a charming prospect.

All the streets are lined on cither Bido by 
trees. In somo places they stand in double 
rows, and on one of the broader streets 
there is as additional row in the centre, 
thus forming a double street uutlor an oin- 
erald canopy.

the streets and shading tho walks, trees 
abound iu all the public and private grounds, 
thus presenting to the eyo a forest villngo.

hoary head of Newport, we have none of 
those ancient structures which render your 
city by tho sea ft paradise for tho antiqua- 
rian.

Indeed you notice tho stoop roofs of Now 
England toning down liko the prices of 
products, as you travel westward.

Now York they havo lost half thoir eleva- 
tion, and in Michigan they reach "bottom 
figures," Bat I daro say thai you who havo 
road this letter would bo willing to look 
upon flat roofn, if you could go to market, 
as I did tonay, and buy a good dinner for 
twenty-five cents.

erick II., and Rothschild was recommended 
to him aa an honest aud prudent banker 
such as niillionnairo Gorman princes wore 
much in uoed of during tho Napoleonic era.

rnns—with Baron Estorff, tho friend who 
had recommended

him. 


Tho gome was going ngaiust tho landgrave,, 
who askoJ Rothschild if ho knew any- 
thing of chess. "Enough, 
your 
high- 


ness," was 
tho reply, "to 
induce uio, 


wero I playing your game, to castle on tho 
kiug's side." The landgrave acted ou the 
suggestion, won tho game, and compli- 
mented tho banker on his clcar-hcadeduess 
in chess, which ho was pleased to sny indi- 
cated liko clear-headedness in 
business. 


This trifling matter laid tho foundations or 
solid relations between tho prince and tho 
niouoy dealer, aud Rothschild became tho 
prince's banker. 
After Joan tho elector's 


territories aud riches woro declared for- 
feited by Napoleon, who was about to build 
up tho kingdom of Westphalia for his 
brother Jerome, and ho was forced to ily, 
leaving about .^.OOO/KK) in silver, besides 
other treasures, in KotLsehild's keeping. 
Hidden in wino catiks, buried in tho earth 
or intrusted to faithful Hebrew friends, tho 
money waa kept by Meyer Amschol from 
fnllipg into Napoleon's hands.

No interest 
was asked "of the 


Rothschilds for tho use of tho money—tho 
elector had received usury iu getting it back 
snfo—though Moyor Amschel hail calcu- 
lated it and tendered tho sum lo tho elector; 
but just at thin moment Napoleon escaped 
from Elba, and the elector, in a panic 
for his 
posscHsioiiK, 
handed Iho whole 


capital back to Rothschild, bogging him lo 
keep it at two per cent, per annum. 
It 


wan finally repaid in 182:!, but during the 
eight years for which tho KothsehildB hitd 
had its nso for nothing aud tho nine years 
during which they hud enjoyed its nao at 
n lo\v rate 
of iutflrost it had enabled 


the house to establish itself at tho head^of 
the finances* of Europe. Meyer Anmchel 
sent his third sou to England before tho end 
of Iho eighteenth coutnry. 
He him self be- 


came n roco^ni/od power iu the world of 
high finance as early as IS10. 
During tho 


wars of tho empire ho took two loaun for 
Denmark of $-1,000,000 each, groat amouutH 
for those days. 
Ho died in 1S12, in the old 


houKo in the Judeuga.sfie, in which, in 1SI!>, 
his widow nlrto died, after surviving her hus- 
band tbirty-Peven 
years and welt nigh 


rounding her own full century. 
Before his 


dentil Moyor Amsnhol summoned his five 
sons, AniHcliel, Solomon. Nathan Meyer, 
Charles and JiimoH, from their homes iu 
dilTerent parts of Europe to his bedside aud 
hado thorn swear to remain united in their 
business. They KWOTO aud divided Europe 
between them.
